journalists, weak 
judges, sentimental 


juries, and imbecile Home Secretaries. 
The murder 
may be as clear as any- 


thing can be, 
but all sorts 
of excuses 


are suggested. 
The poor fellow was 


mad?indeed, 
the mere fact that he 
killed anyone is a proof of madness? 
or he was provoked. 
A man has a bad 


wife; she is shrill, drunken, unchaste! 
Her husband 
cracks 
her skull, as the 


best way of silencing her. 
Should the 


poor man be hanged for that? 
Cer- 


tainly not, we should say, 
if you are 
of opinion that wives should be put to 
death without trial, at the discretion 
of their husbands, 
for biid temper and 


looseness of conduct. 
This week there 


has been a case 
of this kind In which 


tho murderer has been spared, 
and the 
result 
no doubt will he that a good 


many other 
wretched 
women will be 


put to death for offences 
which, how- 


ever aggravating, 
have 
not hitherto 


been 
supposed 
to require 
such 
disci- 


pline. 
The odd part of the matter is 


that it is the very people 
who pride 


themselves 
on their tender-hearted- 


ness and anxiety to save life, who are 
the chief agents in encouraging 
mur- 


ders by advocating 
the principle that 


murder 
may be committed 
with im- 
punity. 
Ifa man cannot get on with 


his wife he can 
leave her; it is a cu- 


rious 
development 
of humanity that 


he should be authorized to kill her.

daughter 
of deceased,

that the deceased 
had 
been 
teetotal 


for three months 
until Sunday 
week, 


when 
he got drunk, 
and 
had 
been 


drinking 
heavily 
since. 
Deceased 


fell against the knife quite accident- 
ally. 
The jury returned 
a verdict of 


accidental death.

the sewage from certain premises 
was 


to be run into them. 
The question 


now to be determined 
is, can 
the city 


deprive these people of the right guar- 
anteed 
them 
in consideration 
of the 


right of way through their premises ? 
We doubt it, and we venture to assert 
that when 
the issue 
goes 
into 
the 


Courts, the decision will be that the 
city cannot 
deprive the residents 
of 


the privilege they have heretofore 
ex- 


ercised by right of purchase. 
In run- 


ning the 
sewage 
into these 
zanjas, 


they are actjng within the conditions 
of a contract, their part of which they 
fulfilled when they gave permission to 
dig the ditches through their property. 
They are exercising, 
not a privilege, 


but a vested right, of which they cau- 


not 
be deprived 
without consent 
or 


consideration. 
We 
are 
aware 
that 


there are innumerable 
ordinances 
and 


resolutions prohibiting the use of the 
zanjas 
for the purpose 
named, 
but 


they are all of subsequent 
date to the 


original contract, 
and 
as one party 


cannot annul a contract 
without the 


consent 
of the other, we do not see 


how these 
fulminations 
can 
deprive 


the people of a right they bought anil 
paid for unless 
they consent 
to be so 


deprived. 
The 
city 
must 
supply 


sewers for the wastage, if she 
would 


save the zanjas.

clearly dr.ia s the power and duty of 
the Board ot Education 
as to leave no 


room for controversy, 
lv proof of this 


we quote as follows from the School 
Law:

for the erection of the present High 
School 
building.

In this act U is expressly declared that 
"the said Board of Education 
shall, 


in addition

(Boards

The other provisions of this act have 


reference to matters
